To determine 
whether your truck or transmitter is causing the interfer- 
ence, turn off your truck and the transmitter. If the in- 
terference goes away, your truck or transmitter is causing 
it.

• moving your truck and transmitter away from the TV 
or radio. 

• Contacting your local RadioShack store for help.

INSTALUNG BATTERIES

In the T ransmitter 

The transmitter requires one 9- 
volt battery. For the best per- 
formance and longest life, we 
recommend a RadioShack alka- 
line battery. 

1. Slide the transmitter's ON/ 

OFF switch to OFF. 

2. Press down the battery compartment cover and slide it 
off in the direction of the arrow. 

3. Put the battery in the compartment as indicated by 
the polarity symbols (+ and -) marked inside. 

4. Replace the transmitter's battery if its range 
decreases.

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In the Truck 

Your Ford Truck requires a rechargeable 7.2-volt battery 
pack. Before you use the battery pack, you must charge it 
using a special battery charger. Follow the charger's in- 
structions to charge the battery pack. 


Do not charge or recharge the battery pack while it is 
in the truck. 

After you charge or recharge the battery pack, dis- 
connect it from the charger. Overcharging the bat- 
tery pack could damage it. 


1. Slide the truck's 
ON/OFF switch 
under the truck to 
OFF. 

2. Lift the battery 
compartment ' s tab 
and slide the cover 
in the direction of 
the arrow marked 
on it. Then lift off 
the cover. 



3. Place the battery pack between the compartment 
door and the body of the truck. The battery pack's 
connector must be on the same side as the truck's 
matching connector. 

4. Attach the battery pack's connector to the truck's 
matching connector. Do not force them. They only fit 
together one way. 


• When you disconnect the battery pack from the 
charger, do not pull on the connector's wires. You 
might damage the battery pack. 

Warning: Do not touch the motor immediately after using 
the truck, as it might become hot during use. 

Notes: 

• Occasionally, let the battery pack fully discharge 
before recharging it. Otherwise, the battery pack 
loses its ability to fully charge. 

• To run your truck for extended periods of time, we 
suggest you purchase an extra battery pack. You can 
charge one while you use the other. 

Tips: To obtain the longest life from your truck, let the 
truck cool for at least 10 minutes before installing a new 
or newly charged battery pack. 

Caution: Do not play with your Ford Truck in the street. 


Caution: Be sure the connector and wires do not touch 
any of the Ford Truck's moving parts. 

5. Close the cover. 

If the Ford Truck loses power or does not respond to the 
transmitter, recharge the battery pack. 

To remove the battery pack, unplug the connectors and 
open the cover as described in Step 2. Then slide the pack 
toward the pack's connector and lift the other side of 
the battery pack.

□ Driving the Ford Truck 


1. Extend the transmitter's antenna to its full length. 


2. Slide the ON/OFF switches 
on the transmitter and the 
truck to ON. 




3. Hold the transmitter in your left hand. With your left 
index finger in the trigger mechanism and the con- 
trols facing you, use the transmitter's trigger and 
wheel to drive and steer the Ford Truck. 

Speed Control Trigger 

• Pull the trigger left to move forward. Increasing 
the pull increases the truck's speed. 

• Push the trigger right to move backward. 

• Release to stop. 




Driving the Ford Truck 
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Steering Control Wheel 

• Turn left to move left. 

• Turn right to move right. 

• Release to go straight. 

Caution: If the Ford Truck gets 
stuck under an object, immediate- 
ly release the transmitter's con- 
trol levers and retrieve the truck. 

When you finish playing with the 
Ford Truck, slide the ON/OFF 
switches on the truck and the transmitter to OFF. 



Note: This truck can reach much higher speeds than most 
radio-controlled vehicles. Avoid high-impact collisions with 
people and objects. 


ADJUSTING THETRIM CO/VrftOU5 


The neutral trim 
control (TRIM II 
above the ON/OFF 
switch) lets you 
fine-tune the speed 
control so the truck 
stops completely 
when you release 
the speed control. 




The steering trim control 
(TRIM I above the ON/OFF 
switch) lets you fine-tune 
the steering so the truck 
drives in a straight line when 
you set the steering control 
to its center position. 


Follow these steps to adjust the trim controls. 

1. Place the truck on a block or turn it over so the tires 
do not touch the ground. 

Note: Do not touch the tires during this adjustment. 

2. Slide the ON/OFF switches on the transmitter and 
truck to ON. vehiclesif the tires move, turn TRIM II 
until the tires stop. 

Caution: Never set TRIM II to make the truck continu- 
ally move. 

3. If the front tires angle left or right, turn TRIM I until 
they point directly forward. 




4. When you finish the adjustment, slide the ON/OFF 
switches on the transmitter and the truck to OFF. 

Note: You might have to further fine-tune TRIM I after us- 
ing the truck for a while. 

HELPFUL HI /\rT5 

These hints can help you get the most enjoyment from 
your Ford Truck. 

• If someone uses a CB nearby, it might interfere with 
control of the truck. If this happens, move the truck 
and transmitter away from the CB. 

• If the truck moves slowly and you have installed a fully 
charged battery pack, check the wheel mechanisms for 
lint, thread, hair, truck or dust. 

RAa/N/G Two OR MORE VEHICLES 

together 

The Ford Truck and other radio-controlled vehicles use 
specific frequencies to operate, vehicles with different 
control frequencies can race together without interfer- 
ence. Vehicles with the same frequency cannot. 

The following chart shows the available control frequen- 
cies for your Ford Truck, based on its ribbon color. If you 
buy more than one truck and you plan to race them, check 
the stickers on the boxes to be sure they are different 
band numbers/colors for different frequencies.

CARE
